ISMAILIA, August 24.—The advance of the 
heavy cavalry and marine artillery has com- 
menced. ‘the fresh water canal has been cut 
since yesterday.

BEDOUINS PLUNDERING. 

ALEXANDRIA, August 24.—The Bedouins, 
several hundred in number, are reported to 
have entered Ramleh to-day and plundered 
several houses. The outposts are now ex- 
changing shots with them. 

ABOUT TO ADVANCE. 

ALEXANDRIA, August 24.—Movements are 
o ervable in Arabi Pasha’s camp from which 
it is surmised the enemy is about to advance. 


The Moraing Budget. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 24.—Abhmon 
Essod Effendi, the Sheik ul Islam, in an in- 
terview with Lord Duffin explained the 
origin of the Egyptian revolt with the ob- 
ject of showing that the Sultan had not con- 
tributed thereto. He also declared that 
the Sultan regarded Arabi Pasha asa rebel. 

ALEXANDRIA, August 24.—There are in- 
creased signs that Arabi Pasha is retiring 
from Kafr el Daar. 

PorT Saip, August 24.—The British 
have captured Ruchdi Pasha, formerly the 
Kbedive’s Minister of Finance,i‘and Zulkifar 
Pasha ofthe Khedive’s household, who had 
espoused the cause of Arabi Pasha. 

The military police arrested nineteen 
Greeks who were pillaging in the Arab 
quarters inIsmailia. Ten of the prisoners 


were shot. 
The water in the fresh water canal is fail- 


ing perceptibly at Ismaila. Itis feared that 
Arabi Pasha has diverted its course. The 
canal company has issued a notice requesting 
economy in the use of water. 

ALEXANDRIA, August 24.—A system of sig- 
nals between Arabi Pasha’s camp and Alex- 
andria has been discovered, 

MADRID, August 24.—Itis reputed in offi- 
cial circles that the government has deter- 
mined to express. a willingness to join with 
Russia and Germany in protesting against the 
protection of the Suez Canal being confided 
to the British. The desire is for Spain 
to be admitted under the protection 
of the Eastern Powers to the conference 
when the Powers again discuss the subject of 
the canal. A majority of the Spaniards, 
however, are indifferent to foreign policy, 
feeling more concern at the terrible drouth 
which has destroyed the greater part of the 
harvest aid seriously threatens the vintage. 

KANTARA, August 24.—The British forces 
now hold the Suez Canal throughout its entire 
length. They have an abundance of good 
water. 

PorT Sarp, August 24—The Government 
Schoolmaster arrived from Cairo on the 14h 
instant. Hestates that torchlight proces- 
sions parade nightly, men and boys calling on 


Christians. The Coptic Archbishop, for fear 
of his life, is doing all that is demanded of 
him by Arabi Pasha. The latter is levying 
war contributions throughout the country. 
Every fellah must pay from two to eight 
piasters according to his possessions, half his 
cattle and a measure of wheat. 


The City of Ismailia. 

Ismailia is a mushroom city, Like Jonah’s 
gourd, it sprang up, comparatively speaking, 
in anight. When the canal was in course of 
construction M. de Lesseps saw the necessity 
of building a town about half-way between 
Port Said and Suez. Such a town would bea 
basis for stores; it would supply the many 
thousands of workmen with water and other 
necessaries, and, moreover, it would be a 
place where the principal officials could re- 
side and direct operations on every side. He 
chose a sand ridge opposite Lake Timsah for 
the site. Here and there grew a clump of 
date palms, but east and west there stretched 
the yellow desert, so bare, so monotonous 
and so uninviting that no eye less sharp than 
that of the great engineer could have 
discovered the capabilities of the place 
as the site fora town. M. de Lesseps, how- 
ever, saw its capabilities. With his custom- 
ary energy he set his men upon the work. 
Streets and blocks were outlined upon the 
sand, stone from adjacent quarters was 
brought in abundance and mortar was made 
upon the spot. In a few weeks a city had 
arisen, With houses, streets, avenues, pal- 
aces, public squares and a public garden. 
This wonderfully built town was named in 
honor of the late Kbedive Ismail, and His 
Highness deigned to honor it with his pres- 
epce, and built a stately pleasure house op- 
posite the blue waters of Lake Timsah. Not 
far from this viceregal residence stood ele- 
gant chalets belonging to M. de Lesseps, 
Voisin Bey, the Director General of the 


works; M. Lavaleye, the contractor; M. Borel, 
a partner, and M. Dussand, the sub-engi- 
neer of Ismailia. A palace was next erected 
for the accommodation of the Governor, and 
this building, rismg equare and flat-roofed 
from amid a pleasant garden of Eastern and 
Oriental flowers and shrubs, was a conspicu- 
ous objec’ in view of the traveler passing 
through the canal on his way eitherto or 
from India. M. de Lesseps fed his magic 
city with a copious supply of water drawn 
from the Nile at Zagazig, and tbis source 
supplied not only his workmen but the 
thousands of shopkeepers and others who 
flocked from the Levant, Suez, Cairo and 
alexandria into Ismailia. The water junc-

Canal. Ismaiia, as arranged {by M. de 
eps, stands at the junction of three 
canals-—namely, the Sweetwater Canal, from 
Zagazig to Ismailia; the Sweetwater Cana! 
that runs southward from Ismailia to Suez, 
and, of course,the Suez Canal itself. The wa- 
nae the Maritime Canal being pronounced fit 
neither for man nor beast, Ismailia is entire!v 
dependent upon the Sweetwater supply from 
Zagazig. Cut that off and its inhabitants 
must either perish or escape to the banks of 
e Nile. Suez also would be imperilled, as 
it depends almost wholiy upon the Sweet- 
Canal from Ismailia, because that 
canal isin reality nothing more than a con- 
tinuation of the canal between Ismailia and 
Zagazig. Sucghas pienty of salt and brackish 
water in her vicinity, but she has no well 
supply of the element, and as rain visits her 
as seldom as it does Aden she has no reserve 
of drinking water stered in reservoirs or cis- 
terns. It will be evident, therefore, at a 
glance, that if Arabi Bey threatens the water 
supply of Ismailia he wiil at the same time 
be threatening that of Suez. He will, in fact, 
be rendering both cities totally useless for 
occupation, either civil or military. 

The Ismailia-Zacazig fresh water canal 
springs out of the Damietta branch of the 
Nile at near a villaze named Mir Bereh. It 
then meanders through the celebrated Land 
of Goshen, passing a hundred villages on 
the way and the site of the ancient city of 
Heroopolis. Itspreads fertility as it goes. 
On ite banks gardens of fruit and vegetables 
flourish, and trees which give a grateful 
shadow tothe travelerina weary land de- 
rive nourishment from its percolation. As it 
appenenkes Ismailia it runs through a sandy 
ridge just a few feet above the grade on which 
the town is built, and to every plot fenced 
round runs 2 ditch containing a wealth of 
Nubian soil and abundance of water, which 
is let in by furrows through 
the whole extent of the _ pilot. 
An observer of ithe marvelous fertility 
created in a sandy desert by these streamlets 
of water irom the canal remarks that the ef. 
fect ofthe nourishing element onthe sand 
seéms almost spontaneous. Whatever plant 
indigevous to Egyptis putinio the ground 
this water causes to flourish at once. Wher- 
ever depressions take viace in the irrigated 

lots around and in Ismailia there smal! 

skes are formed, and on these the lotus 
floats with its broad, green leaves and pure 
white: flower, while the edges of the lakelets 
are beautified by evergreens, brillian: fluwer- 
ing piants and aloes that shoot their broad, 
sword-bladed@ leaves aloft side by side with 
azaleas, roses and cactus c'umps. Especially 
is the reviving and creative effect of this Nile 
water observabie in the pubiic garden 
of Ismaiiia, in the center of which 
stand the water-works. This garden, about 
twelve acres in extent, is a perfect little par- 
adise. Pleasant walks are setdown between 
fantastically shaped beds of flowers, and 
palm trees and tail sbrubs make plessant 
places for the shelter of garden seats. Every 
chalet is surrounded by a garden; the Gov- 
ernor’s house andthe Khedive’s palace are 
equally beautifuliv and advantageonusiy situ- 
ated. Take it all in all, Ismailia is a charm- 
ing little town. With its fountains, its villas, 
its trees and its flowers, it ig a bright piece of 
color in a wilderness. But for its brightueags 
and ite beauty it depends upon the fresh 
water canal that winds toward it from the 
land of Goshen. Those “sweet waters” gone, 
Ismailtia must fade away into the inhospitable 
desert from which it sprang.

The National Prohibition Convention 
; . Evolves Nine Pianks. 


CHICAGO, August 24. —The National Pro- 
hibition Convention reconvened at 9 o’cjock 
this morning. Additional States were repre- 
sented and added to the rolls. Telegrams 
of greeting were received from the Knights of 
Temperatice in Atianta. Reports were re- 
ceived of the condition of temperance in the 
States and Territories. A platform was then 


read, which, with amendments as adopted 
su bsec tty, is as follows, the planks hav- 
ing been ai scussed and amended separately: 

Alliquestions not of national character belong 
to the party within the several. States and 
Ter to define its views, and policy and 
action respecting them, not inconsistent with 
this Wationa! plaiform. Wed = clare in favor 
of the following national principles and 
measures, to be iacorporated in the national! 
cor stitution and enforced by Congress and 
the Government. 

1. The prohibition, as pubtic crimes, of 
the importation, exportation, manufacture, 
saia, supply aud taxation of all alcholic 
beverages. 

2. The prohibition of all tax, license, regu- 
lation or legai sanction, in any form of them, 
or any other puplic crimes. 

8. Civiland political equality and the en- 
franchisement of women. This, so far as it 
concerns the Siates severally, is remitted to 
the party in those S ‘ates. 

4. The aboliti nof polygamy. 

5. The jabolition of executive, judical 
and legislative patronage, and the selec:ion of 
all officers by the people so far as practicable, 
and civil service reformin other.apportion- 
ments. 

6. The abolition of sinecures and other 
unnecessary offices. 

Universal and enforced education 
of the youth of the Nation, including instruc 
tion in regard to the effect of aicohoi upon 
the human system, sith amvle provision for 
the support of an adequate and efficient sys- 
tem of free public schvols in all the States 
and Territories, 

8. [he preservation of public lands for 
homes of the peopie and their division in 
limited portions to actual settlers only. 

9. The abolition of all monopolies, ciass 
legislation, and special privileges from the 
Government as injurious to the equal rights 
uf citizens. 

10. the control of railroads and other cor-

Merrick Demands a Verdict of Guilty

LEVELED BY LIGHTNING. 


Burning of the Iron Mountain Mills 
and Elevator To.Day. 


Destruction of Property Valned at $150,- 
000—List of Insurance. 
1 


Just at the break of dawn this morning a 
fire slarm was turned on from station No. 
177, Victor and Iron Mountain R. R., and in 
a few moments a second alarm was sounded 
from box 167, on Columbus and 
Soulard streets, both occagjoned by a fire in 
the [ron Mountain Mill and Elevator, located 
onthe Jron Mountain Railroad track, just 
south of Barton street, and owned by F. 
Tiedemann and Heary Buehler,Jr. There 
was a slight delay of the department in 
getting to work, occasioned by 
a lack of water, and the result was 
a complete destruction of the property. It 
fs very fortunate that the mill property is 
isolated, as otherwise a more serious confla- 
gration would have resulted. There is a 
frontage on Main street of this block 
of about 850 fect, and there is no 
water pipe on Main street. There is 
asix-inch pipe on Barton screet, which is 
about 400 feet from the mill, also a water 
pipe on Victor street 360 feet from the mill. 
The river is east of the mili, but was inac- 


cessible to the Fire Department. The 
buildings as they stood before 
the fire consisted of a brick 


flouring mill, 52 by 42 feet andafive st ries 
in height, with ali the improved milliog 
machinery and having a capucity of 500 bar- 
relsof fl ur per day. Adjoining the mull is 
an elevator with stone foundations and 
first floor of brick, nine stories in heignt. 
dimensions, 40x41; elevation, 122 feet. The 
first signs of the fire were discovered by a 
watchman on & steamboat, who claims that 
there were several successive flashes of 
ighining, and that one of them struck the 
elevator, and that there was an immediate 
explosion of flour dust, and inafew mo- 
ments the fire had communicated to every 
part vf the mill and elevator. The watch- 
man of the miil ran immediately to the alarm 
hox, but the property was already in 
fliLmes, and it was seen from the 
Deginning that the mill was doomed. 

The employes of the Fifth Street Railway 
Claim that they saw the flumes for neariy ten 
minutes before the alaim was turned on, 
nere was in the elevator about 6,000 bush- 
els of wheat, which is compieiely ruined 
and in the mill there were 2,000 
barrels of flour, which wus also destroyed. 
The mill bas uuusuai facilities for shipping, 
as the track of the railroad runs directly 
alongside the platform, and there were two 
cars of flouron the track, but they wee 
shoved outofthe way. The buildings are 


comparatively new, as they have not 
been in use quite two years, and 
new and imvroved machinery was 


being constantly introduced. For uine weebs 
past the machine: y bas been in constant mo- 
tion, night aod day, and everything was pro- 
gressing in an uuusualis§favorabie way. The 
prop ietors prided themseives upon bsving a 
modei mill. The fire is still smouidering. 
E.ugine No. 11, however, is the only one un 
ithe gruunds, ‘the principal attention being 
directed to the saving of the boiler and 
engine. The office was in the noribwest 
corner of the building, and the books were 
in a fire-proof safe, which is standing intact 
in the ruins. ‘the combination was tried, 
and was in good order. Tbe proprietors have 
no doubt that the papers were not injured, 
although they wiil not open the safe 
until late this evening, when it will be cuvl. 
A stream of water has been piaying on it all 
morning. Henry Buehler, Jr., was seen on 
*’Change this morning and stated tbat it 
would be impossible to form a good estimate

Meeting of the Republican State 
Central Committee, 


—_-—_ —>- ---- 


Argaments on the Question of a State 
Convention—The Prebable Re- 
sult—An Executive Ses- 
sion. 


The Republican State Central Committee 
met at Turner Hall this morning at 11:15 
o’clock in open sesrion. Ithad been an- 
nourced to assemble at 10 o’clock, but sever- 
al delays occurred on account of the absence 
of committeemen, and when at last patience 
had almost ceased to be a 
virtue Mr. Chauncey I. Filley 
rapped to order, and announced that the 
meeting was formally opened. He said the 
Republican Committee had met pursuant to 
the call issued on the 15th for the purpose of 
discussing the best interests of the party; 
particularly in the Congressional districts of 
the State. He believed theré, was fighting 
ground in Missouri, and thought the commit- 
tee would be derelict in its duty if it did not 
move to save some of the districts from the 
Bourbons. In 1880 the party carried 
out its programme untrammeled and saved 
four districts, electing four Greenbackers 
to Congress, who saved the organization of 


the House, and whose votes were equally as 
good as Republican votes. Perhaps too much 
may be expected of Missouri this year, but an 
earnest effort shonid be made to meet ex- 
pectations. Mr. Filley concluded by saying 
that he bad never atiempted to influence the 
vote of any member upon any sutject what- 
ever, but each Was prepared to Vote as a rep- 
resentative of his people, regardiess of any 
outside considerations.

On a motion to admit 
the secretary read the 
ing that no proxy be recognized by 
the committee except when presented 
by a resident of the district which is claimed 
to be represented, and that no person be per- 
mitted to vote more than one proxy. Under 
this rule all the proxies were admitted ex- 
cept that of George W. Monteith, and he was 
ruled out because Mr. Filley said that C. A. 
Newcomb was a non-resident of the State 
and not entitied to senda proxy. Consider- 
able discussing followed, showirg that 
Mr. Newcomb dves reside near Kimmswick, 
and bas his domicile in Missouri. Speeches 
were made in favor of Montéith by W. D. 
Hubbard, Wicfield Miller, R. C. Crowell, 
Dr. Thompson and Mr. Mott, but the dictum 
of Mr. Fiiley swayed the result and Mr. 
Newcomh’s place was deciared vacant bya 
vote of 12 ayes to 14 noes, 

Oa motion the vacaney thus deciared was 
filled by tne eleciion of J. G. Weber, of Far- 
mington, Mo, who was paraded as one of the 
*“*immortat 306,” 

Another vacincy was declared in the dis- 
trict represented by G. B. Herenden, who has 
removed from the State, and the committee 
elected C. H. Howe, of, La Grange, Lewis 
county, to fill the vacancy. 

There was some warmth displayed in re- 
ceiving the proxies and filling vacancies, but 
the final result seemed to be satisfactorv. A 
pause of several moments ensued and there 
seemed to be no further business before the 
committee, but the calm was portentous, 

R. C. Allen finally bearded the lion in his 
Jen and moved that the committee proceed 
to cali a State convention. 

c. Crowell immediately arose and 
seconded the motion, declaring that his 
district had been thoroughly canvassed and 
was solidly in favor of a State Convention. 

Winfield Miller foliowed in a lengthy ad- 
dress. Hesaid that people reading some of 
the daily newspapers might be led to believe 
that differences raged in the Republican 
ranks; that this meeting to-day was for the 
purpose of dethroning the wortby chairman, 
and that somebody was endeavoring to over- 
ride the wishea of the party. Such was not 
the case, but the committee was called to 
vote on the question of holding a State Con- 
vention, a proposition which his people 
unanimously favored. The ’possum policy, 
he said, was an excellent thing, but toomuch 
policy was liable to demoralize and demolish 
the party. 

Ex-Senator. Filler said that his people were 
decidedly in favor of a convention, and he 
should becompeiled to represent the wishes 
of his constituents on that question.

Wm. T. Sullivan entered inte a con- 
cise argument to prove that it 
was bad policy to call a State 


Convention.. He said that politicians had 
various means of ascertaining the wishes of 
the people, and if the politician had convic- 
tions, he was certain to find only those who 
agreed with him. He had canvassed his dis- 
trict thoroughly and really did find the 
Republicans opposed toa State Convention. 

Mr. Hamilton followedin a similar vein, 
declaring himself opposed to holding any 
convention this year, because the ’possum 
policy could best subserve party interests, 

W. D. Hubbard, of Springfield, delivered 
an eloquent stump-speech, principaiiy de- 
voted to the argument that it was beneath 
the dignity of tne Republican party to com- 
promise and surrender its principies for tne 
sake of a few petty offices. Hedid not be- 
lieve that the State Central Committee was 
auihorized or empowered to decide whether 
a State Convention should be called. It was 
a question beyond their jurisdiction. Mr. 
Hubbard, however, believed Mr. Filley to be 
patriotic and sincere in his opposition, 

James T. Moore, of Lebanon, responded in 
a humorous speech, in which he said that 
nobody but the Globe-Demoerat, the St. 
Joe Herald and otbers who turned the 
State over to the Democracy in 1870 were 
erying for a State Convention. The workers 
of the party are all opposed toit, and only 
Half-breeds want to place the Republican 
party in a position where it must declare it- 
selfé upon Prohibition and thereby lose the 
two St. Louis districts.

AN ENGINEER KILLED, 


A Collision on the Lilinols and St. Louis 
Road Near Belleville. 


Information has just been received of an 
accident on the Iliinois and St. Louis Rail- 
road at a point about seven miles from the 
city. The regular passenger train, in 
charge of Conductor D. W. Heidinger collided 
with a wild engine. The engines were 
badly demolished and the engineer 
was killed and the fireman badly 
hurt. None of the passengers were hurt and 
no other damages resulted. Enaquiring at 
the general offices failed to elicit any further 
information. 


Killed in the Tunnel. 
At seven o’clock this morning a report was 
received at the Union Depot to the effect that 
a man had been run over and killed a short 
time previouslyinthetunnel. Sergeant John 
Burke, in charge of the Union Depot, dis- 
patched Onicer Perno to the place where the 
man lay. The unrecognizable remains of a 
man, apparently a tramp or a laborer, 
were found lying on the east-bound track. A 
portion of the body lay on one side of the 


rail while the other part lay inside the track. 
The head was completely severed from the 
body, while the right and left arms were ly- 
ing in differeat positions, cut fromthe trunk 
as though it had been done with a knife. The 
trunk was a mass of broken bones and flesh, 
both the chest, stomach and limbs being 
crushed in several places. The fragments 
were gathered up, placed on acar and taken 
to the mouth of the tunnel, whence they were 
removed to the Morgue. A careful search of 
the ciothing failed to reveal anything which 
would identify the man, his business, home 
orpname. It is not known positively how the 
man was run over, but it is supposod by en- 
ne No 18 £of the Bridce and 
Tunnel Company, which left this side 
ofthe river for East St. Louis at about 6 
o'clock. The man was on the traek leading 
over the river, and, it is supposed, was a 
tramp trying to get across without paying. 
The body was patched up acd laid on a slab 
in the Morgue for identification. An inquest

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REBECCA THE JEWESS. 

Of all the characters sketched by the wiz- 
ard hand of WALTERSCOTT, the one which 
remains most vividly and  ineffacea- 
bly impressed uponthe imagination of his 
readersis thatof Rebecca the Jewess. A 
remarkable illustration of the far-reaching 
influence of what we call “personal magnet- 
ism’? is the fact, weli attested, that the orig- 
inal of Rebecca was an American lady whom 
WALTER SCOTT never knew,except as W ASH- 
INGTON IRVING described her to him at Ab- 
bottsford in 1917. REBECCA GRATZ was 
the dearest friend of METILDA HOFF- 
MAN, WASHINGTON IRVING’s first and 
only love, and ‘held her in her arma 
when she ultimately died. The remarkable 
qualities which made HENRY CLAY and all the 
rest of her distinguished American contem- 
poraries regard REBECCA GRaTZ with rever- 
ance and admiration were not lost upon IR- 
VING. He never ceased t& speak of her, as 
of a rare and wonderful creation. During 
his stay at Abbottsford in 1817, he described 
ber exquisite beauty, the vestal grace and 
dignity of her carriage, the instinctive refine- 
ment, purity and elevation of her thoughts 
and of the duties to which she devoted her life, 
the self-denial and conscientiousness of her 
devotion to the ancient creed of Israel, which 
alone prevented her marriage to a Christian 
gentleman between whom and herself an ar- 
dent and enduring attachment had sprung 
up. The magneticinfluence of her winning 
manners in swaying the tempers and affec- 
tions of all who knew her reached WALTER 
ScoTT through his friend IRVING, and the 
first copy of “Ivanhoe” issued from the press 
in December, 1819, was sent by the great 
novelist to his American friend, witd a let- 
ter in which he asked: “How do you like 
your Rebecca? Does the Rebecca I have 
pictured compare well with the pattern 
given?” 

There is scarely a middle-aged man brought 
up in the blue-grass counties of Kentucky 
who does not remember having his attention 
in some by-gone time riveted upon a hand- 
some white-haired old gentleman in whose 
presence and manners there was something 
unusually impressive and charming, and that 
he was soon told this was HENRY CLAyY’s 
most intimate friend and adviser, BENJAMIN 
GRATZ, whose elegant rural home was a gort 
of social Mecca to the blue grass aristocracy. 
He was the brother of the lady who uncon- 
sciously served as the model for WALTER 
ScoTr’s Rebecca, andit may be added that 
ali the children of their father, while shrink- 
ing from public notice and devoting them- 
selves only to the sweet amenities and duties 
of private life, were the social favorites of 
their circle, and seemed to exercise a re- 
markable personal influence over all their 
acquaintances. An ex-Governor of Missouri 
is named after her brother, and her nephew, 
HOWARD GRATZ, now the editor of the Lex- 
ington (Ky.) Gazette, was well known in this 
State as the business partner of Gen. Jo 
SHELBY at Lexington, Mo., before the war. 
The Century Magazine for September con- 
tains an engraving of REBECCA GRaTzZ, from 
a miniature by MALBORNE, and a sketch by 
GRATZ VANRENSSELAER,from which we con- 
dense the following: MICHAEL GRaTz, the 
father of REBECCA, emigrated from Styria,in 
Austria, in 1750, when a mere youth, and be- 
came avery prosperous merchant in Ameri- 
ca, marrying MIRIAM SYMONS, of Lancaster, 
Pa., in 1769. He warmly espoused the cause 
of the colonists through every stage of the 
struggle with the mother country, and was 
one ofthe signers of the non-importation 
resolutions after the passage of the Stamp 
Act. At the ciose of the jRevolutionary War 
he retired from mercantile life and devoted 
himeeif to-the care of his  land- 
ed estates, ‘which included the Mam- 
moth Cave and other large tracts in Ken- 
tucky. His family mansion in Philadelphia 
was long known, far and wide, as the home 
of a refined and elegant hospitality, the re- 
sort of the most illustrious Americans and of 
eminent visitors from abroad, Dying in 1811, 
he lefteleven children, all of whom main- 
tained high social positions, and of whose de- 
scendants many have been prominent as the 
merchant princes of their day, and maay, 
casting off the exclusiveness of the Jewish 
race and religion, have intermarried with the 
foremost Gentile families of the country. 
REBECCA was born March 4, 1781, and as 
represented in “Ivanhoe,” while lavishing the 
noble gevereaity of her nature upon Jew 
and Gentile alike, she clung to the 


fraud in elections, and demanding civil ser- 


ancient traditions of her fathers with ai 
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romantic loyalty that forbade her mar- 
riage to the Christian lover of her 
youth. Cherishing the memory of that love 
with equal loyalty, she never married at all’ 
although her beauty and winniag manners 
continued to inspire affection among all who 
met her until she became an old woman. 
Spending her summers at Saratega Springs, 
she became the center of a brilliant circle of 
men and women of culture and distinction, 
who annually congregated there to pay her 
bomage, and her visits to her brother BEN- 
JAMIN in Kentucky always partook of the na- 
ture of ovations. Afteralife which ia de- 
scribed as ‘fone long chain of golden deeds’’ 
she died August 27, 1869, at the ave of eighty- 
eight. . 

There is in the presence, bearing, conver- 
sation and manners of some _ people 
a shadowy something which we call 
personal maguetism, apparently the outer 
radiance of aninnate gentleness, purity and 
magfanimity that are irresistible. There is 
often something akin to it in the popular 
public man, but marred by ambition. In its 
highest development we fiad it only where 
we find the most priceless treasures of hu- 
manity—in private life—in the heroes and 
heroines of home. ~

Vieted. MARIN FENAYROU Was a pharma- 
cist doing a fair business inthe city a few 
years ago. Hetookinto his employ a poor 
young man named AUBERT, who eventually 
became the manager ofthe business. FEN- 
AYROU fell into loose ways, betting on horse 
races, drinking and neglecting his family. 
His wife, GABRIELLE, came to leanon the 
young clerk in due time, and _ relations 
were established between them of a 
peculiarly French character. Afier a time 
AUBERT went into business for him- 
self. He prospered while FENAYROU went to 
tbe dogs and was eventualiy sent to prison 
| for counterfeiting certain mineral waters. 
| After his release he pretended to have sud- 
denly discovered the relations which had ex- 
isted between his wife and AUBERT. He 
threatened to kill her and her children if she 
did not assist him to avenge himself. The 
woman, who had been cast off by her lover 
and was full of rancor, assented. FENAYROU 
rented a houseinthe suburbs of the city, 
near the Seine. His wife, at his suggestion, 
wrote three letters to AUBERT begging him 
to meet herthere. He finally consented und 
she accompanied him by rail, arriving early in 
the evening. Her husband and his brother 
were in waiting. When AUBERT was intro- 
duced into the house FENAYROU struck 
him omthe head with a hammer. Afterwards 
he stabbed him. He wound the corpse up in 
alead pipe which he had provided for the 
purpose and, assisted bv his brother, wheeled 
it down to the river and dropped it in. After 
the ceremony the three assassins repaired to 
the railway restaurant and enjoyed themselves 
eating and drinking while waiting for the 
train. As soon asthe body of AUBERT was 
discovered his relations with Mme. FENAYROU 
were talked about and the woman soon con- 
fessed. Ontria) the husband JZefended his 
act throughout, on the outraged husband 
theory, describing all the details of the crime 
with horrible accuracy. He was sentenced to 
death. The wife was given twenty years of 
prison servitude and the obliging brother 
seven years «f hard labor.

The Husband Objects to a Custodian 
and Wants the Business to Rua. 
Judge Louis Gottschalk appeared before 
Judge Thayer in Chambers this morning with 
the view of modifying the recent order of' 
court which placed the Giesecke retail 
brush establishment and the  fac- 
tory on Fourth street in the 
hands of a custodian. TheJudge, represent. 
ing the husband in this peculiar conflict, said 
that it was very injurious to the business to 
continue the order in force; it had the effect 
of closing things up entirely, and if the 
custodian owas to remain in charge 
be should insist upon the plaintiff, 
Mrs. Giesecke, furnishing a bond to protect 
her husband’s interests. It was not clear 
whether the Judgein chambers had juris- 
diction in such a case to the extent of placing 
& custodian or receiver in charge. The 
second contract between the parties 
vested the control and management of the 
business in the husband, abd it had not been 
shown thatthe property was being injured 
or wasted by him. 
Judge Thayer said that the court had equit- 
able jurisdiciion at all times in cases of 
this kind. It would be _— better 
however, if the parties themselves could 
adju-t their differences and arrange an equal 
distribution of the property without coming 
to the courts. The defendant had failed to 
give the bond required of him; therefore a 
custodian was appointed. Judge Gottschalk 
said that probably after the appointment some 
understanding might be reached between the 
husband and wife, but in any case it was not 
desirableto stop the business. The matter 
will be called up again on Monday next.

OLD QUEBEC. 


A Summer Trip Through New England 
and Canadian Valieys. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

QUEBEC, August 19 —Arabella is the hap- 
piest gir! in the world. You remember Ara- 
bella? She who was the fellow-traveler with 
your correspondent in Europe two years ago, 
when, as gay Tourjeans, we went to all the 
wonderful places, saw ali the wonderful 
sights, and had ali the wonderfully good 
times which they always enjoy who take. the 
good Musical Doctor at his word and travel 
in one of his parties. I am continually asked 
if I recommend peopie to go with these par- 
ties, and I as continually reply emphatically 
that I do, on all principles of economy, com- 
fort and expediency. I believe init quite as 
strongly as I disbelieve in traveling with an 
excyrsion party in our own country, where 
al] accommodations and ideas of travel areso 
different and so much better suited to indi- 
vidual independence. 

But it was of Arabella that I in- 
tended to write, for I have been visiting her 
beautiful home in Manchester, on the Mer- 
rimac. Not that the manufacturing New 
Hampshire city is so specially beautiful in 
some respects, but the circumstances under 
which we saw it madeit seem so,and for 
that matter Arabella herself has a way of 
brighivening up ali ber surroundings so that 
any place would doubtless seem beautiful 
wherein she abided.

through the midst of the nearer view winds 
and glistens and rushes the silvery Merrimac, 
with its picturesque falls, so cruelly utilized 
by the great mill-wheels. Stately. residences 
with handsome grounds dot the suburban 
roads of Manchester, and in the most delect- 
ble spot of all the surrounding circle a dainty 
little mansion is slowly rising under tae word 
of Arabella, who meanwhile makes her abode 
in one of the best and most homelike hotels 
that I ever visited. With luxurious hotel life 
jn the present and this charming home of her 


own in the near future, with horses and car- 
riages and plenty of money, with exquisite 
taste, a cultivated mind and a handsome hus- 
band who adores her—said I not mght that 
Arabella is the happiest girl in the world? 

But this delightful visit, that had been 
promised and delayed for two years, could 
not last foreyer, so the Little Sister and your 
correspondent said our good-bys one day not 
long ago (how long Iam quite incavable of 
saying, kaving lost all track of time since tak- 
ing wing for my suinmer flight. We said good 
by and took the train on our favorite road. 
the Boston, Concord and Montreal, for the 
North. I told you last summer how delignt- 
ful and easy is travel by this line, where 
adequate provision is made and time given for 
those necessities of existence often designated 
as meals, and on which the drawing-room 
and the ordinary cars are alike luxurious and 
comfortabie. These praises can not be truth- 
fully sounded of ali the railroads in New 
Engiand by any manner of means, and as I 
have not yet experienced the much-talked-of 
luxuries of Western railway travel, I appre- 
ciate the comforts of the line over which we 
have just passed very sensibly. 

One always meets friends on these trains, 
as surely as onthe Fali River boats to New 
York, and this time was no exception, for on 
entering the carat Manchester we came at 
once upon a jolly party of ten Bostonians, al] 
young people with akindlyyoung grandmother 
and a dainty young matron for chaperones, 
bound for a farm house at that queen of ali 
lakeshore resorts in the Granite State, Centre 
Harbor. You know Centre Harbor and 
Wolfboro, with their fine hotels and their 
goodly companies, and I wrote you of them a 
year ago, but this season we could not stop 
there, and with longing, reluctant eves we 
saw the beautiful Winnepesogee Lake, with 
its lovely scenery and its wide expanse of 
glimmering silver, fade behind as the train 
sped on, after its momentary stop at The 
Weirs, that growing camp of the Unitarians 
and fashiouable resorters, with its dainty 
city of cottages. 

Away over the country we rushed on, with 
a pause of halfan hour at Plymouth for one 
of the good dinners that the Pemigewasset 
House knows how to serve in the quickest 
time on record; with ever changing and 
ever charming scenery on either hand, 
rivers and mountains and forests, 
and a charm of perfect cultivation 
over all, and finally the rocks disappeared 
and the greenness of hill and vale pro- 
nounced usin Vermort. The Green Moun- 
tain State has a charm all its own, an‘ really 
indefinable inits very noticeable afference 
from that ofits sister State across the Con- 
necticut, and the fascination of it grows upon 
one, and when magnificent Memphramagog 
Lake is reached one is tempted irresistibly 
to pause in one’s northward flight. 

Newport is as sttractive in Vermont as it is 
in Rhoae Island, though very differently so; 
and no hotel in the latter or any other State 
can be better in iis way than the Memphram- 
agog House. It is one of the better class of 
summer hotels to which flock tourists of the 
day and boarders for the summer. Fashion 
and stvie hoid their leveis here; there 
are cooks out of sight somewhere 
who know well their important 
business; a goodly little orchestra discourses 
delightful music in the great parlor, wherein 
dancing has fitful flashes in the evening 
hours. Andthen there is the lake. Qh, that 
beautiful, grand old lake, which unites 
Canada and the States, and around whose 
Northern boundaries rise stately mountains 
avd downto whose brink slope the green 
fields and graceful forests, making pice 
turesque scenery in every direction. Steam-

A USELESS ORDINANCE. 


A Blunder of the Council Cavses a 


Wrangle Among City Officials. 

There seems to be a material conflict of 
opinion at this time between some of the city 
officials and the Police Department concern- 
ing recent ordinances governing and regulat- 
ing the laying of wires for the purpose of 
ighting electricity. On the 380th 
of March the City Council passed ordinance 
No. 11,976, regulating the placing of wires or 
cables conveying electricity for the produc- 
tion of light or power iu the streets and al- 
leys of the city. The ordinance provides that 
wires shall not be laid ever buildings but shall 
in every case be placed beneath the surface of 
the street or alley, the distance to be desig- 
nated by the Board of Public Improvements. 


It then states the manner of applving 
for the franchise to lay wires. In none of 
the six sections of the act is any penalty pro- 
vided for a violation of its provisions. Since 
the passage of the act frequent violations 
have been reported, but no action taken on 
any of them. Yesterday the general agent 
ofthe Fuller Electric Light Company ad- 
dressed a cOmmunication to the Board of 
Public Improvements concerning the ordi- 
nance and claimed that it was in- 
operative for the reason that it had never 
been enforced, and that it was being violated 
at different times. Tne company then prayed 
the same rights as those already enjoyed by 
other companies. The Street Commissioner 
was seen on the subject to-day. He stated 
that the ordinance was not inoperative, but 
of full force and effect. The only reason tha‘ 
it had not been enforced was on account of 
the dereliction of the Police Department. 

Capt. Fruchte, of the Central District, was 
questioned by a POST-DISPATCH reporter, 
and he claims that the ordinauce is not 
operative, and furthermore is not worth the 
paper it is printed on asalaw. The Captain 
based his opinion on the action already taken 
in the matter. On the 13th of this month 
Officer Pat Burke had reported to him an 
infraction of the ordinance bythe Heisler 
Electric Company. It had commenced iaying 
wires over buildings from the Southern Hotel 
to the northwest corner of Fifth and Market 
streets. Warrants were issued against Chas. 
Heisler and William Wordock, who compose 
the company and they were, arraigned in the 
First Disirict Police Court on th 14th inst. 
City Attorney Sam Erskine dismissed the 
case. a8 he said that he could do nothing 
with it. Capt. Fruchte says the blame does 
not lie with the Police Department, but with 
the framers of the law. City Attorney 
Erskine was visited and asked to teil what 
was the matter with the law. ‘*Well, it is 
no good,’”? he rephed, “because there is no 
penalty attached in case of its violation. 
No ordinance. can be enforced except some 
punishment is assigned if it is not obeyed. 
In all the clauses of the one under discussion 
there is no such provision, consequently it is 
a dead letter.’’

BEAU BREWSTER. 


Dr. Kolbenheyer Tells the Way in 
Which the Aristocrat Travels, 


And Gives Other Interesting Details of 
an Eastern Visit. 


Dy. F. Kolbenheyer, who has just returned 
from an extended tour of the Eastern cities, 
was questioned bya Post-DIsPATCH repor- 
ter this morning concerning his observations. 
Said the Doctor: 

“I made quite a stay in Boston, New York 
and Philadelphia, The principal portions of 
each of these cities are paved with stone, and ‘ 
of course the trafficin them is tremendous. 
New York is the cleanliest of all the three.” 

**How are the streets kept clean?” 

“By avery excellent system. ~The cleaners 
do their work between 12 and 2 o’clock every 
night. They have a patent sweeper that 
brushes the mud and dirt into the gutters, 
where it is scraped together and then loaded 
onte trucks and carried away. The system is 
a very simple one and works to a charm.’’ 

“I suppose the alleys are kept clean in the 
same way??? 

“There are no alleys in New York. The 
people who occupy the houses place all their 
refuse in barrels. These barrels are depesited 
before their doors at 40’clock each afternoon, 
and at6 wagons come around and carry off 
the contents of the barrels. I-can assure you 
the odor in some localities, between 4 and 6 


o’clock every afternoon, is far from remiad- 
ing the stranger of ‘Araby the Blest.’” © 

‘*Arethe streets sprinkled regularly?’ 

“Yes, sir. There is very little dust in New 
York. Besides, once a week, on Saturday 
afternoon, the streets are sprinkled with 
water charged with chlorate of potash. This 
acts as a Gisinfectant and is also a great suc- 
cess.”? 

“You visited Central Park, of course?” 

“Oh, yes, and was covered with dust for 
my pains. In St. Louis we fly to the parks 
to escape the dust; in New York, on the con- 
trary, the peoplefly from the parks for the 
samereason. The day I visited the great 
Central Park the dust was actually a foot 
deep, and there was scarcely a green bDiade of 
grass to beseen; it had all turned to hay 
under the scorching sun.’ 

‘‘Did you take a ride on the elevated rail- 
road?” 

‘Yes, sir. It amazes me, whenI recall the 
noise made by the trains on the ‘L.’ roads, to 
think that people can live in the houses along 
the route. Besides the noise, the people are 
forced to live in perpetual night, for Iam 
vertain that these people dv not see in their 
houseg from sunrise to sunset a single ray of 
natural light. Butthe people in New York 
are gladenough tolive anywhere and any way. 
The city is packed from one end to the other. 
I don’t belleve there is a single vacant house 
in the whole city. At least I did not see a sin- 
gle *Te Let’ notice anywhere. New York 
is an unbea'thy city on this account. The 
houses there, even the very finest of them, 
are built in rows, and very, very few of them 
bave a graes plot, let alone a garden, around 
them. Atl the houses nowadays are five and 
six stories higb, and the ‘flats’ which are 
coing up allover the city are ten stories 
highb.”” 

“How does Philadelphia compare with New 
York? 

‘Excepting that the streets of New York 
are cleaner, ] think that Philade!phia is the 
finest city inthe country. Like New York, it 
has an immense population, but the people 
are uot cooped up as they are in New York. 
The parks of Philadelphia are kept much 
better then those of New York. This is partic- 
ularly true of Fairmount Park, which is twice 
aslarge and to my mind a great many times 

retiier than the Centrai Park. The Central 

ark has too much of art and not enough of 
nature in its make-up, Whereas the natural 
beauties of Fairmount Park strike the sense 
at onee.’? 

‘*What did you think of the famous Boston 
Common ?”? ‘ 

‘Just this: thatit requires a vast amount 
of patriotism to appreciate it. It isn’t 
voy larger than our Missouri Park 
acd not any better-leoking.” 

‘‘Hiow was the weather during your stay 
io the Eaat?” 

‘*Abomnpibly hot. At one time this sum- 
mer raion had not fallen in any part of the 
New Enugiaud coast for a whole six weeks, 
and yon can imagine what sort of weather 
they have there.” 

‘*Flow did you like the hotels?”? 

“With the exception of the Wentworth 
House, at New Castle, New Hampshire, I 
consider them all inferior affairs, andI am 
astonished how people can make up their 
minds to liveinthem. While I was at Long 
Branch the typhoid fever broke outin the 
Seabright House. It is a wonder to me that 
we don’t hear ‘more of such casualties, for 
most of the hotels are old buildings and 
poorly kept.” 

* Did you run across any of the country’s 
creat men during your trip??? 

‘*Yes, J encountered no less a person than 
Benjamin H. Brewster.” 

‘The aristocrat?” 

“The same. He was going to New York to 
call on the Presicent. LBrewster’s face is the 
ughiest 1 ever sawin my life—itis intensely 
hideous, butin other respects he is as fine a 
looking gentleman as any one need desire to 
see. ‘Tue portrait of Brewster which appeared 
inthe Post-DISPATCH several weeks ago 
wes an excellent likeness. Were it not that 
his eyes are good,a person looking at Brew- 
eter would imagine that some time in his life 
he had been treated toa dose of vitriol, but 
you know, of course, that this disfiguration 
of his countenaoce resulted from burns 
Which he received during his boyhood, whilst 
be Was rescuing a younger sister from fire, 
Brews'er’s bands are particularly elegant in 
size and shape; they are the prettiest hands 
l ever 8aW cn & man. Several fingers on 
each hand are covered with rings, and 
uround his wrists he wore, inetead of ordin- 
ary linen cuffs, costly Jace ruffles. In other 
respects his a'tire was of modern cut and 
material. But what puzz'ed me more than 
anvihing else was the fact that Mr. Brewster 
carried six hats with him, not ali on his head 
at once of course, but they were a part of hi: 
personal baggage, and were piled in the seat 
aiongside of him. One hat was like those 
worn 100 years ago, being of a very light 
brown felt, very highand furry. The others 
were hats such as other gentlemen wear. He 
had a preference for the big, shaggy Contin. 
ental hat, and always wore it when he left 
the cars.’’

HOTEL REGISTERS, 


How the Tell-Tale Books Become 
Instruments of Blackmail

—_— 


And Valuable Witnesses in Divorce 
Suits—What Becomes of Them. 


The strangers and pilgrims who daily re- 
cord their names at the various hotels of the 
city have no conception of the jealous care 
with which the registers are guarded and 
safely kept. The man who carelessly spreads 
his autograph on the book of 
arrivals is probably not aware that he 
in adding indellible data to his personal his- 
tory, and that he will go down to posterity 
among the archives of hotel literature. 
Perhaps if he did, his signature would be 
more or less legible, according to the desire 
he possesses to be remembered. 

“What becomes of the hotel registers?” 
inquired a representative of the Post-Dis- 
PATCH this morning, as he faced Capt. 
Warner, of the Southern. 

“They are stowed away in a fire-proof 
vault, asa sort of day-book,’’ responded tho 
Captain. 

‘‘How long are they kept?” 


‘‘Some hotels never dispose of them, as they 
are valuable records.” 

“What renders them particularly valu- 
able?” 

‘*T'he same thing that renders the journals 
and ledgers of any business house valuable. 
Thev area condensed history of the house. 
Tiey show the receipts and expendi- 
tures as clearly as any book-keeper could 
show them and tell each day’s work succinct. 
ly. They are likewise vajusble as books of 
reference. Sometimes, however, thelr pos- 
session is a great nuisance,” 

**‘In what respect?’’ 

‘They become accusing or defending wit - 
nesses inthe courte, especially in divorce 
cases, and then our time and attendance are 
required, on occasions when itis our iaterest 
to remain on duty. In such instances these 
records are rot pleasant to have.’ 

‘*Why do not the hotels arrange some plan 
for the des'ruction of the records aftor a 
certain period?” 

‘*That question has heen frequently agi- 
tated, bui nothing ever came of it until re— 
cently, when the St. Nicholas Hotel, in New 
York city, determined to destroy its revisters 
every month. They were so harassed and 
annoyed by being,calied on as witnesses that 
they foundsuch a“movement absolutely neec- 
essary for self-protection.” 

“Will the movement be made ceneral 2” 

‘*T think not, outside of New York, for the 
annoyance here in 8t. Louis, for instanes, bas 
not reached an unbearable point, and the 
records are too valuable to be destroyed un- 
less the provocation is very great. It oc- 
curred to me that a curiosit)-hunter belonge 
ing tothe St. Nicholas might take the monthly 
registers of that hotel and make a magniticent 
list of autographs.’ 

“Why cannot the books be sold?” 

“Because they might easily become in- 
struments of blackmaii if permitted to pass 
into irresponsible hands. That sort of 
thing could not be allowed.’ 

*“Whereare the registers manufactured?” 

“Chiefly in Chicago for the western toteis. 
They are sold at low |prices because the ad- 
vertisements on the blotting pages help to pay 
for them. You will notice, however, that our 
registers have no blotting pages, as we have 
the books manufaciured especially for our 
ownuse. They arealso much larger than 
the average hotel] record.” 

“How long will one of these books last 
“ie v f th 

‘*‘Werun two of them, you kno 
them alternately. The two will et ong 
awer every purpose for three months, and are 
then considered full.” 

Several of the older hotels have vast num- 
bers of these registers, most of which have 


their age.
